She will tell the famous story 
of her ride on her mule, of how 
she heard shots and of how she 
says she came upon Mrs. Hall, 
Willie Stevens and Henry Carpen- 
der, at the spot where the bodies 
were later found. 


Somerville, N. J., November 15.— 
Passionate letters which ted up to the 
tragedy beneath the crab apple tree 
at Phillips’ farm four years ago to- 
day were read into the record of the 
Hall-Mills murder trial. 

They were the letters of Mrs. Elea- 
nor Mills, written to the Rey. Edward 
Wheeler Hall, and found in fragments 
between the bodies of the slain couple. 

In striking contrast to the letters 
written by the murdered minister to 
his choir girl sweetheart, which were 
read last Saturday, those of Mrs. Mills 
speak more frankly of the desires 
believed to have brought violent death 
to her and Dr. Hall. | 

Whereas the pastor wrote of the 
symbolism of “red, red roses” and 
such, his fellow-victim, the sexton’s 
wife, cried out in her letters: 

“Darling, darling boy: I love you 
most when you do as you did today.” 

All the while the letters were being 
read Mrs, Frances Wheeler Hall, the 


accused widow, sat tense and white- 
faced, but.otherwise displayed no emo- 


tion. Her brothers, “Willie” and 
Henry, likewise on trial for Mrs. Mills’ 
murder, appeared indifferent. 

In a dull monotone, the outpouring 
of the simple choir singer’s heart was 
read to the court and jury by Pros- 
ecutor Francis L. Bergen, of Somer-

BUDGET RECEIVES 


Under Program for Two 
Years, It Is Planned To 
Complete Paving on 
Cross-State Project. 


S 


P Qutlining a two-year program of 
construction of paved roads in 1927 
and 1928, a budget prepared by John 
R. Phillips, member of the state high- 
way board, was adopted Monday which 
will provide for expenditure of $10,- 
500,000, and will complete hard-sur- 
faced highways from the Tennessee 
line to Florida and from Atlanta to 
the North Carolina line, according to 
John N. Holder, chairman of the 
board. 

Under this program in six years 
the state will have 3,000 miles of 
hard-surfaced roads and 3,000 miles 
of coil or sand clay roads. The road 
from Atlanta to Macon is paved al- 
most all the way, and work of paving 
the remaining is now in progress. The 
new program provides for a hard-sur- 
faced road from Macdén to ‘Vienna, 
Cordele, Tifton and Valdosta, to Flor- 
ida. 

From Atlanta to Chattanooga pro- 
visions is made for a hard-surfaced 
road by way of Cartersville and Dal- 
ton and also a paved road to the Ten- 
nessee line by way of Rome. 

Pave to Carelina Line. 
To the North Carolina line a pav- 


ed road is provided by way of Ros- 
well, Dahlonega and Blairsville which 
will be hard-surfaced all the way. 
With an additional tax of one cent 
a gallon available on gasoline through 
the completion of payment of defer- 
red Western and Atlantic railway 
warrantty the revenue from gasoline 
tax in 1927 will reach approximately 
$5,000,000, it was announced. Federal 
aid for roads amounting to $2,000,- 
000 and $3,000,000 from automobile 


to $10,500,000 for construction. Money 
received from counties will amount to 
approximately the amount needed for 
maintenance purposes hence the full 
amount of $10,500,000 will be avail- 
able for construction in 1927. 

In the budget which was adopted 
the program for 1928 also is outlined 
and amounts to about the same as the 
program for 1927. | 

Complete Plans Given. 

Following is the budget as adopted 
by the highway board, after submis- 
sion by Mr. R. A. Phi lips. 

“In compliance with your instruc- 
tions 1 am presenting herewith for 
your approval the vudget for 1927, 
and am taking the liberty of attach- 
ing hereto a tentative program for 
1928 also. This is submitted for the 
reason that the budget for 1927 con- 
templates a ogram which is pro- 
jected into at least the following year 
in order to constitute a reasonably 
workable entity. 

“This main purpose of this program 
is to connect up paving c. some of 
Georgia’s highways. While this is 
true, the counties have not been neg- 
tected. We realize the importance of 
having roads within the counties -s

Washington, November 15.—Radi- 
cal republicans are planning a_pro- 
gram of opposition and obstruction in 
the approaching session of congress 
that is not unlikely to result in fore- 
ing President Coolidge to convene the 
next congress in extraor inary session 
next spring. 

The 69th congress will come to 
its end on March 4, next, and un- 
less called in extraordinary session, 
the 70th congress, elected November 
2, last, will not meet normally until 
December, 1927. The La Follette re- 
publicans and some of the democrats 
intend te resort to the filibuster in 
the forthcoming sort .:ssion if nec-

the president to summon the new con- 
gress to vote funds for administering

CONTRACTORS WAR 
FLARES IN COUNCIL 


Council Rejects Street 
Committee Recommen- 
dation on Charges That 
One Firm Altered Fig- 
ures. 


A war of contractors for street 
paving contracts of the city flared 
Monday in city council and resulted 
in that body rejecting all reeommenda- 
tions of the street committee. In de 


clining to approve recommendations of 
the committee council failed to ap- 
prove a total of 17,322 yards at an 
approximate cost of $38,000. 

The fight developed when it was 
stated that the committee had al- 
lowed the Sam Finley campany to 
change its specifications at iday’s 
meeting of the committee, and the 
Pittman company sent a letter to 
council offering to do all the paving 
at a blanket cost of $2 per yard, about 
12 cents a yard cheaper than the 
contract price. 

City Attorney James LL. Mayson 
ruled that the Pittman company could 
make such a proposal, but membets 
of ‘council coritended that such a pro- 
cedure would: annul the benefits of 
competitive bidding, a procedure which 
has saved the city thousands of dol- 
lars, it was pointed out. 

The motion to reject all bids, ad- 
vertise for others and refer the whole 
matter back to the streets committee 
for consideration at its meeting a 
week from this coming Friday was 
passed after a debate on the part of 
its authors, Aldermen J.. Allen Couch 
and William -B. Hartsfield.

An aged man, identified by papers

IMELLON PROPOSES} 
GREDIT ON TAXES 


UF 1a PER CENT 


Increase Is Based on 
Likelihood That Na- 
tional Surplus Will Ex- 
ceed $300,000,000. 


LARGER RETURN 
MAY BE EFFECTED 


Coolidge Plans To Have 
Credit Apply Only to In- 
dividual and Corpora- 
tion Tax Returns,

Washington, November 15.—(?}— 
Secretary Mellon today again boosted 
the ante on the plan of President Cool- 
idge for income tax credit, declaring 
it ‘to be safe to permit taxpayers a 
saving of at least 15 per cent on their 
next year’s income levies. 

The 15 per cent minimum credit 
was predicated, Mr. Mellon explained, 
en a prospective surplus of $300,000,- 
000 for this fiscal year. First esti- 
mates made by the president indicated 
a surplus of $200,000,000 and on that 
ground he proposed a 10 per cent 
credit which later was boosted to 
121-2 per cent. 

No Tears at Treasurys. 

There were definite indications to- 
day at the treasury, however, that 
no tears would be shed there if con- 
ress turned down the proposed cred- 
it plan, threats against which hare 
been seen in some of the conflicting 
views expressed by leaders, and forced 
the application of this year’s surplus 
to debt retirement. 

But if the surplus is going to be re- 
turned to the taxpayers, Secretary 
Mellon made it clear today that he 
saw no other practical way to do it. 
He also reiterated that no permanent 
cut in tax rates would be sanctioned 
at this time. 

At a round table Seceitin of taxes 
with newspapermen, Mr. Mellon frank- 
ly called for alternative proposals to 
the plan to give a eredit on next 
year’s income levies as a means cf 
retur. ing to the taxpayers the pros 
pective surplus. 

Credit on Excise Tax. 

Some suggested that the credit be 
given on the excise and corporation 
taxes alone; others that the surpl- - 
be divided in greater proportion among 
the individual income taxpayers so 
that those who pay small levies would 
get greater credit; and some proposed 
that the entire surplus be applied to 


retirement of the debt. 
Mr. Mellon replied he didn’t feel it 
would -be fair to take the surplus

the Duke of Marlborough’s marriage 
to Consuelo Vanderbilt was annulled 
by the tribunal of Sacra Rota were 
vigorously denied, in vatican circles. 
Reports on the matter were brought 
to the attention of Pope Pius this 
morning. He declared oy knew noth- 
ing of such a decision. Annulments 
must come before the pope for ap- 
proval, 

Rumors assert that the annulment 
was obtained on grounds of nonconsent 
on the part of the duke’s divorced wife. 


REPORT OF ACTION 
STIRS ALL ENGLAND. 

London, November 15.—(/)—The 
strange case of the annulment of the 
marriage between the Duke of Marl- 
borough and Consuelo Vanderbilt after 
20 years of married life, the birth 
of two children and a divorce, is at- 
tracting immense attention here, and 
there is great searching of precedents 
and records of the laws of the Roman 
Catholic church.

Bishop’s Explanation. 

In further explaining the action 
of the court, the bishop of South- 
wark is quoted as saying: 

“The marriage of the Duke of 
Marlborough and Consuelo Vanderbilt 
was declared null because, through 
fear, she did not give her willing but 
only her unwilling consent to the cun- 
tract. Therefore there never was a 
marriage contract, and, though they 
may have lived together for over 
years, they never were married. : 

“This is totally different from a 
divorce. In the case of annulment the 
contract of marriage has never existed, 
being vitiated by an existing impedi- 
ment or by the absence of a cOmdi- 
tion essential to Christian marriage 
either in the nature of things or by 
the law of the church. 


“In Miss Vanderbilt’s case the es-| c] 


sential condition of free consent was 
wanting, for she was sereee, to give 
it under pressure of grave fear, un- 
rought to bear 
upon her.” 
The decree of nullity given by the 
religious court has no legal effect 
on: the civil marriage, and therefore 
has no bearing on the two children.

“Had it not been that counties 
could match federal id with convict 
labor, thousands of dollars of Geor- 
gia’s quota of federal funds would 
have remained unspent and road con- 
struction on the state aid system 
practically stopped. However, Geor- 
gia has spent her full quota of federal 
funds. It was the counties that car- 
ried on road construction in certain 
years and they did it, in a large 
measure, with their convict Jabor. In 
this wa. many projects were built, 
but each county built projects for 
the benefit uf the counter and not 
necessarily for the purpose of con- 
necting up the state. It was not 
until 1924 that the state highway 
board had any appreciable amount of 
construction funds. In 1923 the leg- 
islature “provided revenue of 1 cent 
per gallon on gasoline to the state 
highway board. 

Funds Now Available. 

“This revenue was available in 
1924, The total amount of gas tax 
funds provided in 1925 was $1,120,- 
132.40. In 1925 the legislature levied 
another 1-2 cent per gallon on gaso- 
line for highway construction on the 
state aid system. +The total amount 
of gas tax funds for construction on 
the state aid system in 1925 was $1,- 
404,139.16. In 1926 the revenue from 
this source will amount to approxi- 
mately $2,600,000. In 1927 the rev- 
enue from 1 cent per gallon on gaso- 
line which has been going into the 
treasury for the past five years to re- 
place the discounted W. & A. railroad 
rental notes will be a part of the state 
aid road fund, and the total revenue 
from 21-2 cents per gallon will prob- 
ably reach $7,000,000 in 1927. 

“Federal funds will be approximate- 


ly $2,000,000; motor vehiele license 
fees, $3.600,000, making a total of 
$10,600,000. Deducting from this aggre- 
gate the cost of maintenance, general 
expense and emergencies of $2,600 000 
will leave approximately $8,000,000 
of state and federal funds for econ- 
struction in 1927. Add to this approx- 
imately $2,500,000 from the counties 
ind it will give a construction fund of 
$10,500,000. Of the state and federal

“The year 1927 is the first year the 
state highway board has had sufficient 
funds to put on a large construction 
program. This year the state connected 
some of its paving projects, thereby 
| providing some counties with paved 
roads. For 1927 and 1928 a program 
of construction has been worked out 
that provides continuous paved high- 
ways entirely through the state. If 
the program presented is carried out 
it means a_ bard-surfaced road on 
route No. 3 from Atlanta to the Ten- 
nessee line via Cartersville and Dal- 
ton, and a paved highway via Rome

against him by the state, 

“There's no use mincing words,” 
he continued. “It is the fake of a man 
who has functioned in this community 
for 52 years; who conducted many 
business enterprises, and who made 
a great deal of money, with no one 
knowing he was crazy except his 
wife,” he charged. “Fifty-two years 
saneness and 30 days of insanity.” 
The greater part of Mr. Arnold’s 
argument dealt with criticism of ex- 
pert medical testimony submitted by 
Dr. Smith Ely Jelliffe, of New York;

journalism, La Fayette Young, editor 
and publisher of the Des Moines daily 
Capital and former United States sen- 
ator.

Mr. Young’s entry into politics was 
at the age of 25 when he was assigned 
a role in a republican convention. He 
served in the state for 12 years and 
in 1910 was appointed to fill the un- 
expired term in the United States 
senate of Jonathan P. Dolliver. He 
nominated Theodore Roosevelt for vice 
president in 1900 national convention. 

Mrs. Young, who had been seriously 
ill recently, and two sons survive. 

Funeral services had not been ar- 
ranged tonight.

“The associations are governed by 
strict state regulations. Before be- 
ginning business kere an organization 
must provide the state securities com- 
mission with all necessary data, and 
in addition must furnish names and 
addresses of officers and any other 
information desired. 

“The state requires that funds of 
an association be loaned only on real 
estate first mortgages, after they have 
been carefully appraised and with am- 
ple margin for safety. Expenses of 
operation of an association are abso- 
lutely limited by rules and regula- 
tions of the*state governing and su- 
pervising all « ganizations. 

“Not a penny of the money paid in 
on the par value of shares ean be 
used for any expenses whatsoever. 
Phe association always must have a 
first mortgage on re-l estate or cash 
on hand or in bank for cvery dollar 
paid by its shareholders on the par 
value of their share. 

“These restrictions, it will be seen, 
absolutely protect those who have in- 
vested their money in these associa- 
tions and insure the:r vontinued value 
to the communities of which they are 
a part. 

“Shares in most building and loan 
associations have a par value of $100 
when they are paid up. After a mem- 
ber subscribes for one or more shares 
he “receives a pass book and com- 
mences paying on his shares, paying as 
low as i.fty cents . month on each 
share subscribed for, or he may make 
larger payments until the amount *h?> 
has paid and the div.dends earned 
equal the par value of the <hare, $00. 
If a member so desires ke may pay 
up for his shares in cash and receive 
his dividends in cash semi-annually. 

“These members are termed saving 
or investing members. The second 
class is termed a borro ving member, 
both being essential to the success of 
an association. Every effort is made 
to aid the borrower in his desire to 
own a home and every possible con- 
sideration is given him. ‘Through the 
good offices of the association and the 
restriction of atate laws, every pre- 
caution is taken to safeguard interests 
of investing and the borrowing mem- 
bers.” 


TENNESSEE GAS. 
TO BE CUT 2CENTS

Nashville, Tenn., November 15.— 
(?)—The state of Tennessee is promis- 
ed a cut of two cents a gallon on gaso- 
line under the wholesale price by the 
Stendard Oil Company of Louisiana 
and the Gulf Refining company, it is 
announced today by Frank S. Hall, 
state commissioner of finance and tax- 
ation.

Mr. Mayson requested that I agree to 
trausfer the case for hearing in New Or- 
leans instead of Atlanta.

At the present time the city is not 
in any way restrained or enjoined from 
selling the nds.
